Mr. Hobbs reported the following: _ ‘

1. The staff looked at the rear iights that are rveflecting into Hardy Place from
the Wintergreen Shopping Center, Contact. has been made with the owner, Mr. Sckolsky
and Light éavezs have been ordersd. They will be in place in about 60 davs.

2. The violations at the College Gardens Shopping Center have heen inspected and
a8 notice sent to the owner concerning the grass cutting, trash and debris in
the parking lot. The large pothole near the vacant AP store hag been repaired.

. The owners were asked to clean up the dumpster- area.

3. The Antique and Classic Car Show was held on Saturday. There were 400

entries for the event and it was estimated that 3,000 spectators reviewed the

gvent.

4., Based on the most recent discussions with ¥.0. Day Construction Superintendent,

the originally scheduled c@m&leﬁi@n date for Gude Drive has been delayed due
to gablon work. It is now projected that the work will be completed October 22
and following the traffic signs and markings being put in place, opening should
be during the week of October 25.

5. A buillding permit has been issued to Danac for a 51,000 square foot

building on Galther Road at a cost of $1.4 million.
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6. On Sunday, the 10 kilometer run was held with 360 ruomners participating.
Four teams ran and the team of City employees, Ron Olson, James Keene and Bob
Grongki took second place.

Mayor Freeland noted that it was a tough day for the run. He commented on
the fine dinner held in conjunction with the 13th Annual Rockville Golf Open last
Saturday night. There was $1,500 in prizes and trophies donated by Rockwville
businesses. There are Cub Scouts present this evenipg from Pack 483, Twinbrook
Elementary School .and also 1753 Webelows Den #4 from Fallsmead Elementary School.
Councilman Abrams noted that the Scouts are studylng the election process. The

Seouts were welcomed. They presented Councilman Abrams a certificate, making him a

honorary Webelow and the Mavor and Council presented the Scouts with flag pins.

Mayor Freeland opened the meeting to those citizens who wished to

address the Mavor and Council:

Mr. Stahler and Mr. Seckler thanked the Mayor and Council and staff for thedlr
belp in the problem with Wintergreen. They said although they spoke to the
management on several coccassions, they could pot get any #ésissanée ungil
the City intervened. Garbage collection is still 2 problem and they are
viclating the noise ordinance by collecting too early. They asked that the
police come out and write a report when coellection is made too sarly. If coples
of the report are sent to the correct agency, the trash company can have their
license revoked. They again asked sbout the landscaping and what happened to
ir. There was 7,300 sguare feet that should have been placed there. In addition,
the other landscaping should have boen put in place in the summer . They were told
it would be done in the f£311 and the freeze iz coming now and it still has not
been planted. Mr., Hobbs said a letter was sent to Montgowery County on October
13 sbout the nolse problem. The Mavor asked that the staff check dnto the land-
geaping.

Z. Ben Gitnick, President, West End Citizens Association, 151 South Adams.
Mr. Gitnick thanked the Mayor and Council for their attendance at the October 7
meeting. He mentioned z drive through the ¥West End with Councilman Duncan on
Saturday afternoon that was wost bensficial. He extended zan invitation te the
vest of the Council for this tour.

3., Glenn Looper, 106 Wall Strest. Mr. Léﬁgﬁx comnended the City on the
job at the Classic and Antigue {3y Show. He drew attention to the agenda item
tonight on consumer protection legislation concerning towing and auto repalr.

He noted that 30 percent of the complaints that come into the County come in
from the City of Rockville. He added that the County works to explain the law
to the merchants and the method of compliance and suggested that the City do
the same. He introduced Mr. George Rose and Frank Josey from Montgomery County
who would be present this evending to anawar‘quaaﬁions»

4. Howard Silberstein, 2008 Dundse Read. Mr. Silbkerstein commended
Mr. Tyner on his excellent repori on the conditions at the David Scull apartments

and the public housing area. It pleased him that the Council repori was done

%
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and reaffirmed the Humsn Rights Commission's eavlier report. However, the
report beiog douve shows the lack of trust in a commission duly appointed

by the Mavor and founeill, if the Mavor and Council felr the report was
necessary, He suggested the Mavoer and Council develop a proposal for an
“oversight committee™ to resolve conflicts between parties whether it be the
Mayor and Council and a commission, or a comuission and a citdzen, or Qammisaimaé
between themselves. Mr. 3ilberstein read the descyiprtion and duties of the
Bpokville Housing Authority te the Mavor and Louncil end suggested after the
work ssssion the City look at the Auvthority itself and see if it has been

remiss on the subject of housing in general. He added that the docoment produced
by Councilman Tyner is not geal oviented. 1t points out the problems but oot
the ideals. He suggested it should say that every citizen is entitled to housing
and should be provided with the mesns to get there, It should include goals

and strategies. There alsu should be a housling policy for the Loy, '

5. John Brewer, 100 N. Van Buren Strest. Mr. Brewer told the louncil he
is concerned with the Parking Management Steering Committee. Since 1t is
out of balance as ?ﬁeﬁﬁﬁ22y formalated it leaves out a number of groups thsat
are vitally interestred in the Town Uenter, such as Americans, Hungerford and
alse the Civie Federation should have vepresentation, He added that Councilman
Duncan spoke on combined Uounty/City voter registration at the last %ﬁﬁz End
meeting as a proponent. He said bhe geesseparate Uity vegistration te be the best
for Rockville since Rockville's emplovees are the most courteous, efficient and
effective. Referring to the poll on the nuclear referendum, Mr. Brewer reiterated
his previous remarks that the poll itself was an unfortunate decision of the
Mayor and Council. The City provides adequate means for citizens to let their
elected officials know thelr feelings. The Mayor and Council were elected to
make decisions and the poll was an abdication of responsibilicy.

Councilman Abrams spoke in faver of the method employed and noted that an
extraordinary issue sometimes calls for extraordipary means.

Mavor Freeland said his position in the past has been sepavate registration
bur now he is open te other opinions and remains flexible. Councilman Duncan
spoke in defense of the County employees who operate the election office and said
it is a most dedicated group of public servants. Mr. Brewer explained he meant no

offense against the County employees. He was simply npoting that a smaller group

2
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of City emplovees is much better able to serve the people. Councilman Tyner said
he has made no decision on combined registration but he plans to look at all
sides. Councilwoman Hovseplan said 1t would take a lot of persuasion to
convince ber that a change in separate registration would be for the better.
Councilman Abrams sadd he would like to see a combination of both.

There being no other citizen wishing to be heard, the Mayor declared

the citizen's forum portion of the wmeeting closed.

Councilwoman Hovsepian read & letter that was submitted to the record by
¥r. Stahel of Winmar/Nordal, developers of the Town Center property. She said
she feels movement is needed in downtown Rockville and there is no guarantee
that letting the Mall go to bankruptey will give a betier solution than the
one proposed by the lease of the property toe the Eisinger/Kilbane people.

She said the New York State Teachers Retirement system has demonstrated they do not
care wyaat type of people come in. Some people have mentioned that the City

might get & better deal if it waired, but there is no guarantee of this.

She said this action gives the City some payments bvow, part of the rent,

back taxes, ete,, also, the Mall will be taken care of. She mentioned the essements
that are very uecessary for access to Metro and concluded by saying that she is

in favor of poing shead with this agreement.

Councilman Abrams sald he favors this. It has been a long time coming. He
shares Mrs. Hovsepians comments and he also commends the two new members af the
Council for the tremendeous amount of catch up that was necessary and the amount
of homework they had to do to bring this about. He said the Mall could never be
treated the same way as undeveloped land. This process bas been a healthy one
and the purpose of the process used was to lay out the alternatives and not have
the City take a position and then have the citizens look at the alternatives

with the Mayor and Council.
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Councilman Tyner said he is absolutely opposed te this agreement. In his opinion,
the Hew York State Teachers Retirement Pension System has mismanaged this Mall
for 10 years and still does not care. He said this agreement brings about
for silent partners, a firm that has managed it previously with no thought
to the Clty of Rockwille, a firm that has never showed the Cley they would
deliver and aleo a firm that said it could go on rvegardless of the Mall. The City
is faced with many umpalatable grrangements and Lo say %:h:az:. there is no way ihe
City can wait ig just sotso. He sald without the carrot of the garage,
the Mall would not be touched. He cannot support it at all. He has more faith
in the City of Rockville than te go with this. He asked the staff if this
resolution guarantees that all Planning Commission and staff requivements will
be followed with no waivers. Mr. Horne said there will be no waivers. Council-
man Tyner suggested thar all those things should be ironclad, The Mayor
said the City has agreed to fast track anything when 1t is possible but
no bypassiog of reguirsments will be allowed. ,

Councilman Duncan said he favors the resolution. It would please him if
there were seversl mff&rg'aﬁé.@&ﬁ Cicy could make a choice but the Cilty is not
afforded that luxury and must go with what 1t has. Councilwoman Hovseplan
noted that 1f the HMall were allowed to go to bankruptcy she sees nothing positive
in the future of our dealing with the Teacher's Retirement System. Mavor Fresland
said he shares the plusz and misus comments made but he applauds the Council's
eiforts and the staff has been extremely helpful. He hopes the Clvy ds moving
in a direction to change the Mall's image and he supports the Resolutivn.

He said he iz in no position to tell the ?eaahér*s how to manage thelr money but
the necessity is there for regular meetings with a1l the principals involved.

On motion of Couwncilman Abrams, duly seconded and passed, Mayor ¥Freesland,
Counclimembers Abrams, Duncan and Hovseplan voting aye and Councilman Tyoer
voting nay, Besoclution Wo. 28-82, the full text of which can be found in Resolu-
